Placid Air Breaks 
As Manager Shiits 
Study Direction 


The placid relationship 
between selectmen and town 
manager which has existed 
since the town election in 
March was ruptured Monday 
night over the decision of Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin to 
reassign consultants to another 
task without informing the 
board. 

Both Chairman Susan T. 
Poore and Selectman Richard 
J. Bowen, took Austin to task 
for not informing the board that 
the accounting consultant firm 
of Peat, Marwick, Mitchell had 
been assigned to examine the 
water department rather than 
the town’s accounting system 
as originally proposed. 

During lengthy discussion of 
the issue, there were 
references to misunderstanding 
and communication 
breakdowns. 

At an earlier meeting Austin

Acting Fire Chief William T. 
Downs, a veteran of over 20 
years in the Andover depart- 
ment, will be formally named 
chief at the meeting of the 
selectmen on July 25. 

The promotional appointment 
to fill the vacancy created by 
the retirement of Chief Henry 
L. Hilton, was delayed Monday 
night on suggestion of Select- 
man Richard J. Bowen that 
such an appointment should be 
accompanied by ceremony. 

Downs, named a firefighter 
on July 26, 1955, has been ser- 
ving as acting chief since last 
year when Chief Hilton went on 
sick leave.

requested and received ap- 
proval of the selectmen to re- 
tain the services of Peat, 
Marwick and Mitchell to ex- 
amine the town’s accounting 
systems. The firm was working 
in the school department in a 
similar capacity. A transfer 
from the reserve fund would 
have been necessary and 
selectmen gave approval to the 
request. Bowen had opposed the 
transfer at the time, indicating 
that such a study was 
premature in view of new 
machinery being acquired. 

Monday night, Austin explain- 
ed that after conferring with 
the consultants it appeared that 
development cf new reporting 
systems could wait until the 
new equipment was on line, but 
that immediate need was for an 
examination of the water 
department.

The Finance Committee ap- 
proved transfers from the 
reserve fund totalling $29,000 at 
its meeting Tuesday night. 

The transfers represent 
overages in some departmental 
budgets for the fiscal year just 
ended and prompted a general 
consensus among the members 
that the need for new accoun- 
ting equipment is imperative. 

Many of the transfer requests 
could have been avoided with 
more up-to-date computer 
equipment, which would have 
produced quicker reporting of 
departinental balances, 

With the approvals given 
Tuesday night, the FinCom will 
be able to close out the Fiscal 
Year 1976-'77 reserve fund by 
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appointment, Selectman Bowen 
said that it is not often that a 
community has the opportunity 
to name a fire chief and that 
probably such an appointment 
will not be made again for some 
time.

Recommended | 
In Report | 


A comprehensive study of the Andover 
Police department, in which one-man 
cruisers is recommended, has been 
received by the town manager and 
selectmen is to be studied with an eye 
toward implementation of recommen- 
dations at the earliest opportunity. 

The study, termed ‘‘cost effective,” and 
not to Gather dust, by the selectmen was 
done at a cost of $7,500 by the consulting 
firm of Public Administration Service. 

James A. Chipps, Jr., of the consultant 
firm, appeared before selectmen Monday 
night to explain the work of his firm and 
the recommendations and agreed to 
return after local officials had reviewed 
the report. He will assist in implementa- 
tion processes and reviewing priorities, he 
said. 

Among the highlights of the recommen- 
dations presented by Chipps were: 


@ Addition of six cruisers to implement 
a one man patrol car, which would provide 
more protection for the town and increase 
visibility. 

e Addition of a captain, another 
sergeant, a civilian administrative assis- 
tant to the chief of police. 

@ Removal of the foot patrolman from 
the center are (central business district) 
on two shifts, leaving the patrolman there 
during only day shift. Additional one-man 
cars will provide coverage for the area on 
the other two shifts. 

@ An increase of seven crossing guards. 

© No additional manpower in the detec- 
tive division, but utilizing present staff on 
a one man basis and have uniformed 
patrolmen take a bigger role in in- 
vestigations. 

® General strengthening of the records 
and communications effort and security of 
records. 

@ Management of the department by 
objectives, providing a written manual of 
operations and procedures and goals. 

@ Chief should delegate some of his 
authorities downward in chain of com- 
mand. 

® Administrative assistant, a civilian, to 
assist in crime analysis and development 
of records system. 


Mrs. Susan T. Poore, selectman chair- 
man, said that the report was a most 
valuable tool and assured those at the 
meeting Monday that it would not ‘‘be 
gathering dust.”’ 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen said that 
the report was lengthy and that the board 
should study the matter, confer with the 
manager on implementation of the 
recommendations. He told the town 
manager that he felt ‘‘this is of great con- 
cern,’’ and asked that the manager keep 
the board informed on what is happening 
with regard to the recommendations.

The Greater Lawrence Sanitary District proposes to amend its 
current Rules and Regulations, Adopted June 1971, Amended 
December 9, 1971 to include the method for processing and payment 
of Septage Waste within the District’s member communities (City 
of Lawrence, the Towns of Andover, Methuen and North Andover) 
including the following Appendix C. 

Rules and Regulations For The Discharge of Septage 

1. Any hauler who wishes to avail themselves of the opportunity to 
discharge septage wastes must apply and be granted a permit by the 
District. 

A. Only haulers who are licensed by a Community within the 
District will be considered. 

B. Septage from domestic sources will be accepted from the towns 
of North Andover, Andover, Methuen and the City of Lawrence. Sep- 
tage from other communities will not be accepted. 

C. Septage will be accepted during the hours of 8:00 A.M. to 4:00 
P.M., Monday through Friday. 

D. Haulers will be responsible to see that septage does not leak 
onto the ground near the discharge points and that all exposed areas 
are washed to remove traces of septage where odors might develop. 

2. Ticket books will be on sale during the regular hours at the 
District offices, or obtained by mailing a certified bank check in the 
amount of $150.00 made payable to Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District. 

A. These books will contain ten tickets. Each ticket, when proper- 
ly filled out with the names and addresses of where the septage was 
picked up will permit the hauler to discharge a load up to 2200 
gallons. 

B. All haulers will report when they arrive at the Plant to the of- 
fice or notify the Operating personnel that they wish to discharge the 
contents of their truck. 

1. They will leave a ticket properly filled out including the names 
and addresses of where the load was obtained, with the authorized 
District representative. 

2. Failure to do this in a prescribed manner or any known attempt 
to fraudulently report the source of the septage will be cause to 
revoke the haulers permit to discharge into the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District facility. 

3. Industrial users who wish to use the Plant facilities will contact 
the District for permission to discharge. They will submit a 

‘representative sample to the District along with an analysis of the 
wastes performed by a private and responsible laboratory. If per- 
mission is granted by the District, a fair price for each load will be 
arbitrated. The continuance to discharge will be at the pleasure of 
the District and will depend on the fact that no detrimental effect on 
plant operations is experienced. In this case the industry will be bill- 
ed each month for the loads discharged. 

A Public Hearing will be held on Tuesday, August 30, 1977 in the 
conference room of the Administration Building at 7:30 P.M., 
Charles Street, North Andover. 

Implementation of this amendment will take effect immediately 
upon approval of the District Commission.

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Skeltons In Special Concert In Nantucket 


and the Pleasant Street Dock at 10 a.m. 


Pipe organ historians, 
organists, and organ builders will 
gather on Nantucket Island off 
the coast of Massachusetts on 
Saturday, July 23, to celebrate 
the 200th birthday of organ 
builder William M. Goodrich, 
who is recognized as the father of 
organ building in New England. 
They will spend the afternoon 
listening to one of Goodrich’s few 
remaining organs, and a rare 
organ built by one of Goodrich’s 
early apprentices, Thomas 
Appleton. Both instruments 
were completed in 1831. 

During the recitals the organs 
will receive citations from the 
Organ Historical Society in 
recognition of their musical and 
historic significance. The 
recitals are sponsored by the 
Boston Organ Club chapter of the 
national society as part of its 
historic organs recital series. 

The first recital will be given 
at.2 p.m. on the Thomas Appleton 
organ in Centre Street 
Metyhodist Church by Carolyn 
Skelton, instructor in organ and 
harpsichord at Phillips 
Academy, Andover. Her 
program will include works by 
JanPieterszoon Sweelinck, 
Georg Muffat, and Louis Vierne. 

The Goodrich organ of the 
Unitarian Church will be played 
at 3 p.m. by Mrs. Skelton’s hus- 
band, John, who is a member of 
the faculties of the University of 
New Hampshire and Lowell 
University and organist of the 
First Congregational Church in 
Winchester. John Skelton will 
play pieces by Tarquinio Merula, 
Thomas Tomkins, Daniel 
Pinkham, Samuel Sebastian 
Wesley, and J.S. Bach. 

Of 38 church organs built by 
William Goodrich and even more 
by Thomas Appleton, ‘‘less than 
a dozen remain,‘‘ lamented E. A. 
Boadway, publications editor of 
the Boston Organ Club. ‘‘The 
isolation of these organs on Nan- 
tucket has preserved them,’’ he 
said. 

Born July 21,1777 in 
Templeton, William Goodrich 
was the first full-time organ 
builder in New England who 
perfected his art and craft. Ac- 
cording to Boadway, he taught 
the trade to his brother-in-law, 
Thomas Appleton, George and 
Elias Hook who founded the fam- 
ed E.&G.G. Hook Company of 
Boston, and George and William 
Stevens, all of whom developed 
New England as the leading 
center of the pipe organ industry 
in the United States during the 
nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries. 

Goodrich and his brother 
Ebenezer were largely self- 
taught as organ builders when

they opened their first shop in 
Boston in 1804. Most of their ear- 
ly work consisted of building 
small parlour organs, repairing 
existing instruments, and 
building a curious instrument of 
the day called an organized piano 
which incorporated a piano and 
an organ as one device. They 
were joined in 1806 by Thomas 
Appleton. 

After a business split with his 
brother in 1807, and several af- 
filiations with emerging firms, 
William Goodrich and Appleton 
each went into business for 
himself in 1820. From 1821 until 
his death in 33, Goodrich worked 
independently. 

“The Appleton and Goodrich 
organs were among the finest 
built anywhere,’’ asserts 
Boadway. ‘‘But a periodic desire 
for something new among 
affluent churches has led to the 
demise of many hundreds of fine, 
old instruments over the years,”’ 
he said. 

“Now that the crop of old 
organs is scarce, we cannot af- 
ford to lose more of our musical 


heritage.’’ he emphasized. 


Boadway said the Nantucket 


organs are contained in classic, x 


Georgian style cases which were 
built by Appleton and Goodrich. 
“‘They are exquisite,’’ he said. 
The Appleton organ was 
carefully enlarged and moved to 
Nantucket by E.&.G.G. Hook in 
1858 and the Goodrich was 
enlarged by a conscientious 
builder, George Pierce of Bed- 
ford, in 1893, according to 
Boadway. The Goodrich organ is 
in its original church. The 
Appleton organ is scheduled for a 
complete restoration by the An- 
dover Organ Company, a firm in 
Methuen, that specializes in 
restoring organs in the style of 
their original builders. 
Following the recitals, the 
group will examine two early 
twentieth century organs at St. 
Paul’s Episcopal Church and the 
First Congregational Church. 


The Goodrich birthday 
bicentennial recitals are open 
without charge to the public. The 
two-hour ferry ride to Nantucket

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Bluberry 
Crop Is 
Arriving 


The native blueberry season 
begins in mid-July, and this 
year’s crop is ripening somewhat 
earlier than usual, reports the 
Massachusetts Food and 
Agriculture Department. 

Some local growere are offer- 
ing ‘‘pick your own’’ berries at 
less than retail prices, and since 
Bay Staters flocked to the native 
berry patches last summer, it 
might be wise to get an early 
start! 

Native blueberries should be 
available until late August, and 
while the early cultivated 
varieties are smaller then those 
maturing later in the season, the 
fresh grown flavor is just as 
appealing. 

Blueberries may be frozen un- 
sweetened, but a syrup pack is 
preferred for those to be served 
uncooked. Simply pack the 
berries into containers and cover 
with cold 40 per cent syrup (3 
cups sugar to 4 cups water), 
allow ample space, seal and 
freeze. 

Fresh bluberries are quite low 
in calories — one cup provides 
only 85 calories yet supplies 
almost one half the recommend- 
ed daily allowance of vitamin C. 

While they’re delicious as is, 
with cream, milk, cereal or in a 
variety of baked goods, here’s a 
heavenly way to serve fresh 
blueberries and also take advan- 
tage of currently economical egg 
prices. 

Angel Pie 
4 egg whites 
¥4 teaspoon cream of tartar 
1 cup sugar 
¥2 teaspoon vanilla (optional) 
1 pint fresh blueberries 
¥2 pint whipping cream or yogurt 

Beat egg whites until frothy; 
add cream of tartar and beat un- 
til stiff. Gradually beat in sugar, 
spoonful or two at a time; beat in 
vanilla. 

Spread in buttered 9-inch pie 
plate, forming edges to make a 


rim. Bake at 275 degrees about 1

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There would appear to be a concerted effort toward 
getting the town into a new data processing system at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Recent meetings of the selectmen, with finance com- 
mittee members present, have indicated that the 
process of acquiring new equipment to carry out an in- 
formational recording and accounting system for the 
town is of utmost importance. 

Problems stem from the fact that a new system has 
been the topic of conversation in town meeting and 
among town boards for a period of three or more years. 

There is little doubt that the current systems used by 
the town departments for record keeping, billing and 
payroll accounting are outdated. The town would have 
been in even more serious trouble last year had not a 
system been given to the town as a gift from the 
DeMoulas family. 

For the past two regular meetings the selectmen have 
been examining the timetable for the acquisition of new 
equipment as presented by the town manager and his 
assistant. Neither the board, nor the finance committee 
seems satisfied with the so-called ‘‘milestones’’ to be 
reached before such sophisticated machinery is on line. 
The general consensus is that new data processing 
equipment hereinafter to be referred to as a computer, 
is needed before next year’s annual town meeting. 

We would judge that the need for expediency in get- 
ting the equipment on line is not dictated so much by ac- 
tual need, which is apparent, but more by fears that if 
something is not done soon, the school department will 
proceed with getting the machinery on its own. 


Data Processing Speedup 


If that is the underlying fear, then it is justified on the 
part of selectmen and fincom members. 

School officials have tried valiantly in the past to get 
some sort of computer operations within their depart- 
ment, and have lost out, once at town meeting and on 
other occassions with the promise that such equipment 
should be utilized on a town-wide basis. 

We have little doubt that the school department has 
plenty of work for a computer to perform. But to allow 
such a piece of machinery to be programmed for this 
department alone would be folly, in view of the needs of 
the town’s general government operations. 

Too, while co-operation may be pledged to the town 
by the school department, there is always the inherent 
fear of the autonomous nature of that department in its 
financial dealings. 

We view this business of acquiring new data process- 
ing equipment as having a priority status, in order to 
improve the record keeping and accounting procedures 
and bring them up to modern standards. 

Understanding full well that such a purchase and in- 
Stallation is a costly one and should be done with care, 
we feel, too, that such work can be expedited, par- 
ticularly with the naming of the advisory committee 
members this week by the selectmen. 

The timetable is on the agenda for the conference ses- 
Sion of the selectmen scheduled for Monday night at the 
water treatment plant. We trust that examination of 
that timetable will result in a general speedup toward 
the new acquisition which will be agreeable to both the 
town and school departments.

Too Much Brass: American 
military forces have become 
top heavy with brass. It takes 
10 times more generals, ad- 
mirals, colonels and captains to 
command a peacetime force of 
two million today than it took 
to run a wartime force of 10 
million during World War I. 


The number of admirals 
the Navy can have, for ex- 
ample, is specifically 
limited by law. Under the 
statute, the peacetime Navy 
is permitted to have four 
four-star admirals and 22 
three-star admirals. 

Yet the Navy actually has 
10 four-star admirals and 34 
three-star admirals. Ac- 
cording to our arithmetic, 
that is 18 more admirals 
than the law allows. We 
tried to find out how the 
Navy wound up with so 
many illegal admirals. 

The story goes all the way 
back to the Eisenhower era. 
In 1958, the Navy demanded 
more admirals to keep up 
with all the generals in the 
Army and the Air Force.

not go around suspending 
the law whenever they 
please. But no one objected, 
so the Navy began handing 
out more stars. 

President Eisenhower's 
executive order will expire 
next year; this will leave a 
lot of admirals without any 
legal status at all. So the 
Navy drafted some legal 
language which will perma- 
nently authorize those 18 ex- 
tra admirals. The provision 
is buried in the fine print of 
the Defense Department’s 
appropriation bill, now 
under consideration. 

Constitutional Conven- 
tion?: Nine states have 
passed a resolution calling 
for a constitutional conven- 
tion for the purpose of 
amending the Constitution 
to outlaw abortion. Similar 
proposals are under con- 
sideration in a dozen other 
states. 

If two-thirds of the states 
support the idea, Congress 
will be required by law to 
convene a constitutional 
convention. This has the 
legislators on Capitol Hill 
worried -- for a number of 
reasons. 

According to the legal ex- 
perts, if the Constitution is 
changed in convention, the 
Congress will be powerless 
to restrict those changes. 
Other Senators and Con- 
gressmen have privately 
expressed their fears, 
furthermore, that other 
parts of the Constitution 
would be amended by right- 
wing activists. The law- 
makers have cited a 
frightening political poll 
which indicates that many 
citizens would vote against 
most of the provisions of the 
Bill of Rights if they got the 
chance.

amount exceeds the $1,000. 

Mrs. Poore asked Austin why 
he didn’t come back to the 
board and ask for the study of 
the water department. 

Austin said that after conferr- 
ing with department heads and 
the consultants, it was felt that 
not enough information could 
be gained in examining the pre- 
sent accounting system and 
that immediate attention was 
needed in the water depart- 
ment, particularly in view of in- 
formation needed to set new 
water rates. 

Mrs. Poore said ‘‘I want to 
make it clear that the 
selectmen support the ad- 
ministration, but we want to be 
kept informed. As for transfer 
requests, we are not approving 
or disapproving requests in ex- 
cess of $1,000, just want to be 
informed.’’ 

Bowen said he had a problem 
about being water com- 
missioner, as selectmen, ‘‘but 
that’s the way it is. I am dis- 
turbed about the financial 
stability of the water and sewer 
department and also disturbed 
that on such a fundamental 
issue as changing the direction 
of consultant work, the board is 
not informed. 

Bowen was also concerned at 
a comment made by Austin that 
it might be one or two years 
before new accounting equip- 
ment is on line. 

“I won’t be sitting here a 
year from now, if that old 
equipment is not replaced. It 
would be a scandal to have that 
equipment doing the reporting. 
I want the new equipment in 
place and responsive,’’ Bowen 
said. 

Austin emphasized that time 
is necessary to install new data 
processing equipment get it 
operational in such a way that it 
does not result in chaos. 

Mrs. Poore said that a review 
of water rates is due by the 
board, ‘‘but I won't vote to 
change the rates until we have 
some hard core data, 
regardless of where it comes 
from.”’ 

Before suggesting that having 
an outside firm do some com- 
puter work, if necessary, 


Bowen reiterated that he had 
never been comfortable being a 
water commissioner, ‘‘but 
that’s the way it is. I submit 
that we must be intimately 
aware of what is happening in 
the water department before 
establishing any rates. We are 
not going to make any friends 
when the new rates are set. I 
think the breakdown in com- 
munications on this matter is 
bad and a repitition of this 
would be unacceptable.”’

said the group was willing to 
donate $400 from bakery sales 
and rummage sales toward the 
$900 needed to purchase the new 
vehicle. 


Selectmen were of the opi- — 


nion that the council was going 
to trade in the station wagon, 
but Wennik said that this was 
needed in addition to the mini- 
bus, in order to accommodate 
the transportation needs of the 
many elderly who require such 
service. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen 
referring to the offer of the 
$400, said, ‘‘thanks, but no 
thanks, we appreciate the offer, 
but if the town is in need of ad- 
ditional funds we will pay for 
it.’’ ‘Bowen went on to say that 
he felt the town meeting was 
given the impression that the 
station wagon was to be traded 
when it was presented at town 
meeting. He and Chairman 
Susan Poore questioned 
whether the new vehicle was 
what was needed and if possibly 
the requirements should be 
reanalyzed. 

Bowen further commented, 
“We spend $17,000 on dopey 
dogs and then meow about 
$6,000 for a bus for the elderly.
